R.  A.  Roberts  Has 
Tedcher  Statistics 

Raymond  A.  Roberts,  a  graduate 
of  the  College  with  the  class  of 
1936,  has  completed  a  study  of  th* 
Missouri  teacher  situation  which 
was  published  In  the  April  Issue  of 
"Missouri  Schools.”  The  report  Is 
part  of  the  National  Teacher  Sup¬ 
ply  and  Demand  Study. 

Four  phases  compose  the  report! 
supply  of  teachers  now  In  train¬ 
ing  and  who  may  become  available 
for  services  by  September  of  1952; 
Information  concerning  demand  for 
teachers;  preparation  of  teachers; 
and  teachers  who  have  left  the 
profession. 

Only  698  for  Elementary 

According  to  the  study,  698  stu¬ 
dents  In  school  now  will  be  avail¬ 
able  for  elementary  teaching  start¬ 
ing  In  September  1952,  and  1124 
In  the  various  fields  of  secondary 
education  will  be  available. 

The  demand  for  high  school 
teachers  Is  2088;  the  total  supply 
is  only  1124.  Among  the  fields  in 
which  the  demand  Is  greatest  com¬ 
pared  to  the  supply  are  English, 
mathematics,  general  science,  and 
social  science. 

Concerning  preparation  of  teach¬ 
ers,  the  report  Indicates  that  5167 
teachers  have  150  or  more  hours; 
8781  have  from  120-149  hours:  2002, 
90-119  hours:  3705  ,  60-89  hours; 
2162,  30-59  hours:  708,  1-29  hours; 
and  7  have  no  hours. 

At  least  1877  teachers  are  not 
engaged  In  teaching  In  Missouri 
during  the  1951-52  term,

Professor  D.  R.  Scott  of  Missouri 
University,  newly  elected  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  A.  A.  U.  F.,  will  report  on 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  held  recently  In  Philadelphia. 
Professor  Scott’s  address  will  be  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  group  discussion.  The 
various  active  chapters  will  give 
brief  reports  on  their  campus  ac¬ 
tivities.

Speaking  at  the 
evening  session  in  the  auditorium 
of  Haag  Hall  will  be  Kenneth  Lind¬ 
say,  British  member  of  Parliament. 
This  well  known  economist  will 
speak  on  "British  Universities  after 
the  War."  The  address  is  open  to 
the  public.

Veterans  Wishing  More 
Study  Must  Apply  to  VA 

All  veterans  who  are  graduating 
during  any  quarter  of  the  1951-52 
normal  school  year  and  desire  addi¬ 
tional  education  or  training  under 
the  Public  Law  346,  as  amended, 
must  file  an  application  with  the 
Veterans  Administration  on  or 
prior  to  their  date  of  graduation 
or  in  the  thirty  day  grace  period 
allowed. 

Although  the  veteran  must 
enroll  in  school  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  succeeding  fall 
term,  it  is  not  compulsory  that 
he  attend  the  summer  session 
following  his  application. 

These  regulations  apply  also  to 
the  veterans  who  will  graduate  at 
the  end  of  the  summer  session  and 
plan  to  do  graduate  work  during 
the  1953  summer  session.

Your  Stake  in  World  Affairs 
Do  you  have  any  questions  on 
the  United  Nations?  To  help  the 
people  of  this  country  better  un¬ 
derstand  the  Charter  and  their  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  the  world  organiza¬ 
tion,  the  American  Association  for 
the  United  Nations,  45  East  65th 
Street,  New  York  21,  New  York,  Is 
answering  questions  reflecting  the 
Importance  of  the  day-by-day  work 
of  the  United  Nations. 

QUESTION:  What  is  the  1952  bud¬ 
get  for  United  Nations  technical 
aid? 

ANSWER:  The  goal  of  the  UN 
technical  assistance  program  for 
1952  Is  $20,000,000.  Fifty-one 
countries,  Including  Japan,  West 
Germany  and  Italy,  pledged  $19,- 
520,000  at  the  second  world  con¬ 
ference  on  technical  assistance  in 
Paris.  Governments  invited  to  the 
conference  included  the  sixty 
members  of  the  UN  plus  twenty- 
one  other  countries  participating 
in  the  program  through  the 
Specialized  Agencies. 

QUESTION:  Is  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  still  in  session? 

ANSWER:  No.  The  sixth  session 
of  the  UN  General  Assembly 
closed  officially  In  Paris  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  5th  after  thirteen  weeks  of 
meetings. 

QUESTION:  Did  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  take  any  action  on  Ko¬ 
rea? 

ANSWER:  Although  the  UN  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  voted  to  postpone 
discussion  of  Korea,  It  passed  a 
resolution  (51-5)  at  its  last  ses¬ 
sion  approving  the  Idea  of  a  spec¬ 
ial  session  on  Korea  to  be  called 
in  New  York  if  a  truce  was  nego¬ 
tiated  or  If  "other  developments” 
required  emergency  action. 
QUESTION:  Has  the  Security 
Council  voted  on  the  admission 
of  Italy  to  the  United  Nations? 
ANSWER:  Yes.  For  the  fifth  time 
the  admission  of  Italy  was  vetoed 
by  Russia  in  the  Security  Coun¬ 
cil.  A  Soviet  proposal  for  th* 
simultaneous  admission  of  four¬ 
teen  applicants  was  rejected  by 
a  vote  of  6  to  2,  Britain,  France 
■  and  Chile  abstaining.
